The President of the Knickerbocker Insurance 
Company of Chicago has submitted affidavits 
n the two hundred suits or more against the 
company to the effect that “it” (the company) 
fears that it cannot have, and will not receive, 
a fair tria! in the Circuit Court here because 
the inhabitants of Cook County are prejudiced 
against it. The President of the company, 
therefore, asks a change of venue for the two 
hundred suits brought against the Knickerbocker 
Insurance Company. The suits are brought 
in compliance with the law demanding that 
all claims for loss on insurance policies 
shall be sued out in Court within twelve 
months from the time of the loss. The claims 
themselves have already been adjusted, and the 
suite are brought for the recovery of the money 
due.

HOUSE AND SENATE. 

Judging by the tone of the two unimportant 
organs of the Republican party published at 
Washington City, there would seem to be an 
irrepressible conflict regarding party manage- 
ment between the two Houses of Congress. 
This conflict is by mo means anew one. It 
dates back a year or more, and frequently ap- 
peared during the last session. The assumption 
of authority by a mall number of Senators to 
dictate to the President and to the House, was 


| rebuked by the latter body very sharply, and on 


several occasions, last year. The debate on thie 
question in the House was led by Mr. Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, and he distinctly stated 
that the encroachments, and attem 

encroachments, and usurpations, by the Senate, 
if permitted to go on, woald eventually 
foree the country, perhaps, to abolish that body, 
or more clearly confine its authority by consti- 
tutional restrictions. The wide difference of 
opinion between the two Houses was conspicu- 
ously shown in the rejection, or practical defeat, 
of all the relentless, arbitrary, and harsh legis- 
lation passed in the Senate. The additional Ku- 
Klux bill; the bill to authorize the President 
during the campaign to suspend the habeas cor- 
pus aed take military possession of any Stato; 
the bill to place the elections in every precinct 
under the authority of Federal Supervisors, and 
various other bills, of like general char 
acter, were either rejected by the House, 
permitted to lie on the table, or so 
modified as to amount to nothing. 
The whole tone of the House was marked by s 
liberality and dignity becoming the representa- 
tives of the people, while that of the Senate in- 
dicated the harsh, exacting, and vindictive policy 
of the few controlling members of the caucus. 
Three times did the Senate reject the House bill 
fur general amnesty, and it was not until after 
the Cincinnati Convention that it would pass it 
even in a modified shape. The Republicang in 
the House who have with great ability led upon 
all questions of general policy have been Messrs. 
Blaine, Dawes, Garfield, Kelley, Poland, Mo- 
Crary, Farnsworth, and some others, and these

THE RAILROAD LAW. 

We published, last week, an abstract of the 
opinion of Judge Tipton, of the Bloomington 
Circuit, in Which that Court held, in a suit against 
the Chicago, Aiton 4 St. Louls Railway Com- 
pany, that the legislation of the State, requiring 
uniform rates of freight, was constitutional. In 
that case the Company had charged a greater 
sum as freight upon lumber from Chicago to Lex- 
ington, a distance of 110 miles, than it did from 
Chicago to Bloomington, a distance of 126 miles. 
The defendant in that case, in addition to 
defences upon the facts in evidence, contended 
that the charter granted by the State to the 
Company, which authorized the Company to es- 
tablish and collect rates for the transportation 
of freight, was a contract on the part of the 
State, and that the State, by the recent legiala- 


tion, sought to destroy or impair thai contract, 


which proceeding was prohibited by the Federal 
Constitution. This the Court overruled. Now, 
we have another and a contrary decision by 
Judge Wood, of the Kankakee Circuit. In this 
last oase the question related to an overcharge 
of passenger fare. The plaintiff was charged a 
greater rate per mile for fare to Kan- 
kakee than the Company charged for pas- 
sengers going a greater distance, This is 
one of the discriminations prohibited by 
the State law. Judge Wood has declared 
the State law to be unconstitutional. He holds 
that the railroad charter was a contract beyond 
the control of. the Leyisiature, and that the 
Company has the power to charge and collect 
whatever fares it may establish, provided they 
are not extortionate or unreasonable, and that 
the latter fact is to be determined judicially, and 
not by legislation. | 

As in the case decided at Bloomington, this 
decision will be taken to the Supreme Oourt of 
Illinois. In the meantime there are other suits 
pending in other circuits, and, when the Court 
meets in September, the whole subject will be 
presented upon all the varieties of complaint 


has shown a talent for swindling on a colossal 
scale which would put to shame anything ever 
concocted in Wall street or any other American 
street, even by the most astute male Peter 
Funk, Munich may now boast its beer, its Wag- 
ner, ita Spitzeder, without fear of compe- 
tation. The story is an interesting one, particu- 
larly as ehowing the state of perfection to which 
swindling has been brought in Europe. It de- 
serves to be classed asa fine art. Is appears 
that Miss Spitzeder has always had a knack at 
borrowing, but never seriously set her wits at 
work to utilize this knack, and realize on a large 
scale, until some two or three years ago. At 
that time she advertised in the Munich papers 


tur loans, offering a high rate of interest. 


Mortgages were worth, at that time, 4 
per cent- per annum, and the banks 
charged but 5 per cent, whereas Miss Spitzeder 
offered 10 per cent permonth. The capitalists 
of Munich, that class which lays in wait for 
such exorbitant interests as are lying around 
loose, greedily snapped at the Spitzeder’s gilded 
bait. It was especially enticing as she paid 


three months’ interest in advance, and the re- 


mainder in quarterly instalments. The scheme 
was u success. Money poured in so copiously 
that the Spitzeder soon had more money than 
she wanted. She did not stop, however. While 
the iron was hot she kept on striking. “New ad- 
vertisements went into the papers, and the 
stream of money increased. The interest was 
easily paid out of the principal, and the interest 
which she paid came back to her again in the 
shape of new loans, like bread cast 
upon the waters. Then, as another bait 
for the unwary money-ienders of Munich, 
it was given out that the Spitzeder had made 
real estate speculations which netted profits of 
100 per cent, and that she could loan all the 
money that could be furnished at 25 per cent a 
month. The new coat of gilding on the bait 
made it brighter and brighter, and at last the 
Spitzeder had to start a bank to accommodate 
the funds, which were becoming too cumbersome 
to handle individually. She at once enlisted in 
her interests the Catholic clergymen, and some 
clerical politicians, and soon there appeared at 
Dachan, two or three miles from Munich, the 
Catholic Savings Bank. The character of the 
institution commended itself, especially through 
the influence of the too credulous clergy, to 
the servants of Munich and the peasantry of the 
suburbs. The Ultramontane newspapers sup- 
ported her claims upon the public money, 
and, in addition to these, she started 
a paper. of her own. Farther 
to ingratiate herself into the good 
graces of the class upon whom she relied 
for deposits, she established a People's 
Kitchen,” managed after the fashion of our 
Holly Tree Coffee Rooms, which she carried on 
at a loss of about $50 per day. This, however, 
was of little account, as long as deposits flowed 
in over the ovunters of her main bank and its 
numerous branches at the rate of from 65,000 
to $10,000 per day. Meanwhile, both the inde- 
pendent press and the authorities warned the 
people, but to no purpose, and money continned 
to pour in until the Spitzeder had millions of 
florins at her command, and then, of course, 
when the proper moment came, she punctured 
the bubble and it burst. The Catholic Savings 
Bank broke, and with it broke all the branch 
banks, and the numerous individual 
certificates of deposit were of no value to 
the holders except for the Spitzeder’s auto- 
together, and, before the eollapse was known, was 
miseing. Aftee Me collapse, the authorities 
broke open the safes, and they were found empty.

There are some 
circumstances under which her advent in this 
country would bea positive blessing. Let her 
only come and plant herself and her florins in 
the very thick of Wall street, and make it lively 
for Jay Gould and others of his kidney, and the 
Spitzeder would de hailed as a public benefac- 
tress. Let her go in among our bulls and bears, 
our wheat and our gold gamblers, and, like Marcel, 
Down with them, slay them all, every soul.” 
Then will the second-class actress be a first- 
class blessing, notwithstanding her sharp deal- 
ings with the Munich money-lenders. 
THE FRANKING FRIVILEGE. 
The indications are that tho abolition of the 


franking privilege will be brought to some defi- 


nite consideration during the present session of 
Congress. Its partisans will scarcely be able to 
put the question off, since a series of circum- 
stances has bronght it pointedly before Con- 
gress. At the last session, the House passed a 
bill for the unconditional repeal of the privi- 
lege by a vote of 189 to 29, but ths bill did not 
reach the Senate in time for action be 
fore adjournment. During the recess, the 
Philadelphia Convention, representing the 


majority in Congress, gave an unqualified in- 


dorsement of the project of repeal. And now 
the Postmaster General, for the third time, ur- 
gently recommends an immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal.. This has been a sort of cumula- 
ting process, showing the House of Represnta- 
tives, the people, and the Administration to be 
in favor of repealing the privilege, and the Sen- 
ate cannot overlook these instructions from all 
sides without notably increasing its present rep- 
utation for indifference to the popular inter- 
este, from which it feels itself so far removed. 
T he arguments which the Postmaster General 
makes against the franking privilege are ma- 
terially the same as those which have been urged 
before, strengthened and confirmed by the ex- 
periences of the late campaign. The actual cost 
of free matter transmitted through the mails 
during the year 1871 would, if charged at regu- 


lar rates, have amounted to $2,543,327.72; the 


Postmaster General has found that the quantity 
of such matter was increased so largely during 
the Presidential canvass that the amount for the 
present year will be swollen to fully three anda 
half millions of dollars—a sum larger than the 
entire deficiency of the year. While it is not 
accurate to say that there is an actual 
loss of this amount to the revenue, for the rea- 
son that so free a use of the mails would not be 
made if it had to be paid for, the loss to the 
Government is represented by the cost of hand- 
ling and transmitting this large quantity of mat- 
ter. The Postmaster General also claims that 
the franking privilege is responsible for frequent 
and serious delaysin the regular and prompt 
transmission of the mails, complaints of which 
have become more frequent and general during 
the past year than ever before. His conclusion 


is that the first step toward an equalization of 


the receipts and expenses of the Post Office De- 
partment, which is the only practical means for 
any further reduction in the rates of postage, is 
in the absolute repeal of the privilege. 

There can scarcely be a compromise between 
an absolute repeal and the continuance of the 
privilege, in the shape cf limitation, that would 
satisfy the popular demand. It would be next 
to impossible to establish any rules of usage 
that would not be abused. 80 far as the neces- 
sary use of the mails by the Government is con- 
cerned, it can make but litile difference whether 
the sum is paid by making up a deficiency in the 
Post Office Department or by a direct appro- 
priation. The difference would be that an actual 
appropriation would be more carefully guarded; 
and a limitation in the. present promiscuous 
distribution of public documents would also 
make a great saving in the printing expenses. 
It would probably be found, however, that the 


greatest saving would result from lopping off 


Congressional abuses. This is shown by the 
difference of nearly one million dollars between 
the cost of free matter during the present year 
and that of last year,—a difference that is to be 
accotuted for most entirely by the distribution 
of political documents by the two parties during 
the Presidentialcampaign. It is needless to say 
that the people have no interest in paying for 
political propagandism out of the general fund, 
but will look forward to a decrease of a couple of 
million dollars of expense without a regret for 
any individaal losses inthe way of Congressional 


‘speeches and partisan documents. 


USURY LAWS. 
The present National Banking law allows 
banks to charge for their loaus whatever rates 
of interest are lawful in the States in which 
they are situated. It imposes penalties for 
usury, but defines them so loosely that it has 
not yet been determined whether Congress 
meant that an offending bank should lose the 


“lebt on which it charged illegal interest, or 


should forfeit twice the amount of interest, or 
ite charter, as in case of other violations of law. 
In this uncertainty the Comptroller of 
the Currency announces that, until the 
penalty is clearly settled, he will 
not move for the forfeiture of the charter of any 
bank against which charges of usury have been 
presented. He goes further, and recommends, 
in substance, that all usury laws should be re- 
pealed, and the value of money left to be deter- 
mined by the market, and not by arbitrary enact- 


ment. At present, every State has slaw of its 


own fegulating the rate of interest, and the 
price of money is sought to be governed, not as 


other prices are, by natural laws, but by the ever 


changing legislation of forty different States 
and Territories. In à few States (Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, and Connecticut), all usury 
lawe have been abolished; in others, the timit 
allowed aries d@rom €.

fine and imprisonment, as in New Tork. Comp-- 
troller Knox well says it ie difficult to see why 
the rate of interest should be limited to 10 per 
cent in the City or Washington, to 6 per cent in 
the neighboring cities of Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Wilmington, and Raleigh, and to 12 per 
cent across the Potomac. It is still more difi- 
cult to see why the rate of interest should be 
fixed in any way by law. In the field of 


economic science, the argument may be consid- 


ered closed. It is nearly two hundred years 
since Locke taught that for the State to attempt 
to fix the price of money was as absurd as to 
regulate the price of cutlery or broadcloth. In 
the Middle Ages the absurd tyranny of regulat- 
ing prices of commodities by law or edict was 
all but universal, and was so minute -that, 
in London, in 1963, it was ordered, by 
_ proclamation of the Mayor, that only one penny 
should be charged for four larks; but these laws, 
with one exception, have long since been dis- 
continued as pernicious violations of the rights 
of property. The usury laws remain as the one 
relic of this medimval barbarism. Writer after 
writer has proved-their injustice and their use- 
lessness. For two centuries every reputable 
economist has attacked them. Adam Smith, in- 
deed, justified them in his first edition, but, up- 
on Jeremy Bentham’s vigorous exposure of the 
heresy, acknowledged his error. When, as Adam 
Smith so clearly says, something can every- 
where be made by the use of money, something 
ought everywhere to be paid forthe use of it, 
and this compensation should be settled, 
like any other bargain, by the par- 
ties concerned. Why are not people, whom the 
Government thinks fit to make every other con- 
tract, fit to borrow money on their own re- 
sponsibility? Have not money-lenders the same 
right as others to deal inafree market? The 
value of money is not uniform, and the at- 


tempt by Government to hold it at uniform | 


rate, would if successful, be only a uniform in- 


that could evade the usury laws, everybody | 


knows that they are evaded every day. In New. 
York, where the most stringent punishment is 
proclaimed against usury, the law is defied in al- 
most every transaction, and more than 1 per cent 
a day is often exacted for the use of money. 
Even banks which have charters to lose, and must 
needs be more cautious than individuals, manage, 
in spite of the law, to get the market rate for 
money by loaning only to those who will leave 
with the bank, under the guise of deposits, 
enough of the loan to make the interest on the 
rest adequate; or else ther loan only to those 
who present paper on which they can charge 
a premium in the way of exchange. In practice 
the pseudo principle of the usury laws is over- 
ridden, ari money is bought and sold at its real 
worth. The actual wrong ia seen in the disorder 
caused by the attempt to regulate arbitrarily a 
changing value, in the demoralization always 
produced by laws that are only legal, not just, 
and which people must violate to preserve their 
rights, and by the injury wrought to the very 
class they were meant to protect—the borrowers, 
who are compelled to pey an exorbitant 
interest as insurance for the illegal risk of the 
lender. These considerstions have led several 
Governments to abolish the usury laws. Eng- 
land and Holland have done so with the greatest 
benefits to both borrowers and lenders. In 1867 
Massachusetts abolished her usury laws; Rhode 
Island had done so before; in neither case was 
fall a prey to the lender; indeed, the reports of 
the Massachusetts banks show that their average 
rates have been less than those in the States 
which limit the rate of interest. These experi- 
ments are wide en ugh to show that usury laws 


may be safely repealed everywhere,
